WN thousands of guests during late Spring, Summer and Fall 
when the beauty of maples, beech and birch trees in their 
vivid coloring make this a magic land until snow flies.

OME FLEW East .. some flew West 
x . . . but many stayed right in Palm 

Beach while July merged into August, 
dotting the clubs, where the crowds were little 
different from the Winter months, greeting 
gaily those coming and going, while making 
plans for later early Fall vacations before the

REAMING OF A SEMI-TROPICAL coral

VER THIS BEAUTIFUL ESTATE of 700 
acres along the “American Riviera” 
/ —where now stands the imposing 
Edgewater Gulf Hotel in the midst of moss- 
hung oaks, banks of flowers and clumps of 


area when Mississippi’s favorite son came to 
live at Beauvoir, which had been built in the 
early 1850's as a Summer home for the family 
of a Madison County cotton planter. 

When the former Secretary of War, Unit- 
ed States Senator and Congressman returned 
again to the state in which he had been 
reared, the Biloxi Lighthouse—like an omen— 
might well have been symbolic of his safe 
anchorage after aimless wanderings in Can- 
ada, England, Scotland and Europe upon his 
rélease from prison at Fort Monroe, Virginia, 
by bail bond signed by Cornelius Vanderbilt, 
Horace Greely and Augustus Schell. 


‘The Lighthouse had been built in 1848, 
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Hotel, under the ownership of Edward Ball, 


has become famed for its unlimited hospital- 
ity. Built in the “ roaring twenties,” it is a mag- 
nificent hostelry in a historic setting. 

The Edgewater Gulf Hotel guest, sur- 
rounded by comforts of the finest home, may 
spend hours in the famous old houses close 
by, or visit one or many of the shrimp and 
oyster canning plants on East Beach or Bay 
Bay. Biloxi is the largest canner of shrimp 
and oysters in the world. After dark, the 
lights of the shrimp boats wink along a 
straight line for several miles off the Gulf 
shore. 

The annual Biloxi Shrimp Festival—the

on the lost Confederacy. From his home at 
nearby Beauvoir, midway between Gulfport 
and Biloxi, to which he had retired in 1877, 
the former President of the Confederacy 
strode the few steps to the foaming edge of 
the Gulf of Mexico, stopped momentarily to 
look towards the Biloxi Lighthouse, then 
sought cool retreat among the wild flowers 
of the woods. 

There—only a stone’s throw from. traffic 
flowing by now on the Old Spanish Trail 
between the Hotel and the Gulf—the South’s 
deposed leader made notes which became his 
book, “The Rise and Fall of the Confederate 
Government.” 

Eight flags had already flown over the

three years after Colonel Davis’ marriage to 
Varina Howell of Natchez, Mississippi—the 
same year he was elected to Congress—and 
two years after he joined the First Mississippi 
Regiment on its way to the Mexican War. 

At the beginning of the War Between the 
States, when Ship Island was taken, it is said 
a Biloxi citizen climbed the 65-foot tower, re- 
moved the lens and buried it. Later the lens 
was returned to the tower. It was painted 
black at the time of Lincoln’s assassination. 
For 62 years the Lighthouse was tended by 
mother and daughter, Marie and Miranda 
Younghans. 

Beauvoir became a meeting place in the 
deep South for friends of the former Confed- 
erate President just as the Edgewater Gulf

AX’ ory L. Haskell, well-known in Palm 

Beach and other sports circles, predicts that 

steeplechasing is headed for another good 
year in attendance and wagering. 


There is no doubt, he says, that the jump- 
ers are firmly entrenched as an important 
part of the American racine scene and are 
growing more so year by year. 


The United Hunts group is something like 
polio vaccine, for its repeated shots in the 
arm of steeplechasing have kept the brush- 
and-timber sport a long way from any form 
of paralysis. The Association hasn't failed to 
put on a racing program in New York since 
its founding in 1905. 


The dependable performance of UH, year 
after year, has led sports-minded persons to 
realize that this is an organization worth join- 
ing and the result is an ever growing list of 
members. When there’s a good thing going, 
word always gets around. 

Purses in hunt racing set a record in 1956, 
when 22 organizations sponsored a total dis- 
bursement of $100,298. The Rolling Rock 
Hunt Racing Association in Ligonier, Pa., 
topped the list by distributing $18,320 during 
its two-day meeting in October and the Cecil 
County Breeders’ Fair put up $17,771 during 
its two-day session at Fair Hill, Md. 

The pace-setter for one-day meetings was 
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Amory L. Haskell (center), who was recently reelected president of

The significant thing about hunt racing is 
that it is more than paying its own way. Only 
one meeting during 1956 failed to show a 
profit and many others that were operated 
for various charities turned over considerable 
sums to worthy organizations. 


For the fourth year in a row the United 
Hunts has aided the cause by distributing 
annual bonus awards of $6,600 to owners of 


the sport’s leading timber, brush and hurdle 
horses. 


The Association also started this year to 
aid timber races by making up whatever was

necessary to increase timber purses to $1,000 
each. Such timber races as My Lady’s Manor 
Point to Point at Monkton, Md., April 13; 
the Grand National Point to Point at Butler, 
Md., April 20; the Maryland Hunt Cup at 
Glyndon, Md., April 27, and the Virginia 
Gold Cup at Warrenton, Va., May 4, were 
not affected by the United Hunts latest finan- 
cial action this year as all these events involve 
trophies, not purses. 


The $650,000 distributed in purses for the 
up-and-over sport in 1956 at the major tracks 
will be matched, if not exceeded this year 
despite the fact that there was no Spring 
steeplechasing at Belmont Park because of the 
extensive alteration program going on at the 
Elmont, L. I., course. The gap was filled by 
the generally inereased purses at other tracks 
and at Belmont’s Fall meeting. 


However, the temporary loss of Belmont’s 
steeplechasing program is probably worth the 
inconvenience, for the racegoers who attend 
the Fall jumping races starting Sept. 3 will 
see a newly laid out course nis fresh turf 
in many places and an entirely new regrad- 
ing job. A total of $75,000 was allotted by 
the Greater New York Association to produce 
a top-flight j jumping layout. 


Belmont’s Fall meeting will be climaxed 
by the traditional two- day United Hunts 
meeting on October 15-16. The $50,000 Tem- 
ple Gwathmey, over 16 fences and its two 
and one-half mile course, will have its 34th 
running on October 16 as the world’s richest 
steeplechase. 


The 1957 hunt racing season of 24 meet- 
ings spread over 20 arnt got under way at 
Souther Pines, N. C., on April 23 and has 


proved extremely cuceeeee. 


One of the highlights of the Spring hunts 
meetings was he Smchadk of Mrs. Michael 
Walsh’s ‘ ‘Rhythminhim,” a 7-year-old black 
gelding. “Rhythminhim” had fractured his 
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pelvis in the Temple Gwathmey in 1955 and 
was turned out to pasture on the Walsh 
farm in Southern Pines. Last year he didn’t 
earn a dime. But this Spring he took a third 
place in the Middleburg Hunt meeting, fin- 
ished fifth at Southern Pines and was a win- 
ner at Warrenton. He also took a third place 
at the Adjacent Hunts at the Blind Brook 
Turf and Polo Club in Purchase, N. Y. 
“Rythminhim’s” jockey, young Tommy Mur- 
phy, 17 years old, had quite a day for him- 
self at the Adjacent Hunts, riding four win- 
ners.

To add to the incon- 
gruous picture of a $50 horse winning a big 
race, he was ridden by a 6-foot, 3-inch jockey. 
Weymouth, the son of a Wilmington, Del., 
stock broker, went on to win the Iroquois 


at Nashville aboard Another Hyacinth. 


The jumping season at the major tracks 
started at Delaware Park on June 10 with 
the $10,000 added Tom Roby Steeplechase. 
Between the Tom Roby and the Temple 
Gwathmey the slate calls for 19 major jump- 
ing stakes worth nearly $300,000 at Delaware, 
Monmouth Park, Saratoga and Belmont, in 
addition to overnighters worth about the 
same amount of money.

Fourth, “Corn Husk- 
er,” with James Murphy up, taking a jump 
in the Louis E, Stoddard Jr. $10,000 hurdle 
stake which he won at the United Hunts meet- 
ing held at Belmont Park last Fall. Mrs. Rich- 
ard Lunn owns the horse which, at the time, 
was trained by Sidney Watters Jr. Already 
a proved jumper of talent, “Corn Husker” went 
on to win several major stakes and over $200,- 
000 in California early this year as a flat race 
performer. Fifth, “Ned’s Flying” with Eugene 
Weymouth up, and owned by Mrs. C. Paul 
Denckla. “Ned’s Flying” was the winner of the 
recent Maryland Hunt Cup, famed timber race. 


One of the top attractions of the season 


will be the $22,000 Midsummer Hundle 
Handicap on August 2 at Monmouth Park. 
This is the world’s richest hurdle race. Mr. 
Haskell, who is also president of Monmouth 
Park, is optimistic about the prospects for 
the 1957 season. He pointed out recently that 
wagering on the jumpers increased an over- 
all 15 percent last year, while 47 percent of 
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the favorites won as compared with nearly 10 
percent less for flat performers. At Monmouth 
Park the increase in wagering on jumpers 
was actually up 23 percent. 


The fact that favorites win over the jumps 
with much more consistency than their oppo- 
site numbers on the flat had a lot to do with 
the increase in wagering. Bettors who used 
to avoid the mutuel windows at jumping 
races have found that it can be rewarding to 
“invest” in the steeplechasers. 


With the exception of Frank “Dooley” 
Adams, the leading steeplechase jockey for 
most of the 1944-56 span, in which he rode 
jumpers in New York and at other major 
tracks, all of last year’s riding champions are 
back in action this year. 


Dooley decided to call it a day at the ripe 
old age of 29. He knew he would have to 
quit riding some time and he went out in a 
blaze of glory for he was aboard “Ancestor” 


when he won the 1956 Temple Gwathmey. 


The No. 1 money-winning trainer last year 
was Sidney Watters Jr., who brought in $101,- 
160. G. H. “Pete” Bostwick was second with 
$101,070 and Ray G. Woolfe was third with 
$71,890. Watters operates a public stable at 
Fair Hill, Md. Bostwick had just about re- 
tired from training his own and his sister's 
(Mrs. Ogden Phipps) horses. Woolfe trains 
for Mrs. Marion duPont Scott and others. 


Watters also won the most races last year, 
33. D. M. “Mike” Smithwick, who as a com- 
paratively young but expert trainer has taken 
over the schooling of the Phipps-Bostwick 
stable, won 22 races, while Dennis Murphy 
was third with 19 races won. A. P. “Pat” 
Smithwick, D. M.’s brother, was the leading 
jockey last season with 22 triumphs. James 
Murphy was second with 18 and Dooley 
Adams third with 16. For the past seven pre- 
vious years, Adams had led all riders. Smith- 
wick had been a consistent second. Smith- 
wick, who is fighting a constant battle with 
the scales, expects to ride jumpers at least 
another year before retiring and giving his 
trainer brother more help. 


The anticipated duels between two great 
horses owned by two equally great ladies of 
the steeplechase world, should keep fans on 
their toes awaiting each clash of “Neji” and 
“Shipboard.” They are owned respectively by 
Mrs. Ogden Phipps of Roslyn, L. I., and Mrs. 
Marion duPont Scott. 


“Neji,” named Steeplechase Horse of the 
Year in 1955 after winning the Temple 
Gwathmey, defeated “Shipboard,” among 
others, in this United Hunts classic. “Ship- 
board,” although he lost the 1956 Temple 
Gwathmey to Mrs. Phipps’ “Ancestor,” was 
named Steeplechase Horse of the Year last 
season. 


“Shipboard” and “Neji” never did meet 
last year, so this season they'll be matching

The over-all statistical picture of the gains 
in steeplechase wagering and the percentage 
of favorites winning, prime factors in the 
growth of the sport, speaks for itself. Final 
figures for 1956 at the major tracks showed 
the following increases in wagering: Belmont 
Spring meeting, up 16 percent; Delaware, up 
11 percent; Monmouth, up 23 percent; Sara- 
toga, up 14 percent; Belmont Fall meeting, 
up 12 percent. 


As to the percentage of favorites who won, 
the rundown shows that 63 percent scored 
at Belmont’s Spring meeting. Other tracks, 
with percentages, were: Delaware, 61 percent; 
Monmouth, 50 percent; Saratoga, 39 percent; 
and the Fall meeting at Belmont, 24 percent. 


The major track jumping season that lies 
ahead with the completion of the Delaware 
slate on June 28 includes Monmouth Park 
from July 11-August 2, Saratoga from August 
5-31, Belmont from September 3-October 14,
